important phenomenon which has appeared 

| in Europe for many years is the movement 

| which is summed up in the term syndicalisin. 

Syndicalism | The inquirer who attempts to grapple 

‘| seriously with it soon becomes aware Ot Its 

iusiveness. Even so trained an economical 

thinker as Herr Werner Sombart admits 

that the task of defining it is not an easy 

one, since the system is still so incomplete 

that the views of the leaders are at present best described as doctrines. 

The name, of course, has a very much clearer significance in Romance 

than in German speaking countries. In the former sindicati always 

mean groups of operari or workers. whereas in the latter the reference 

is commonly to capitalists. The “syndicalists I have known,” says 

Herr Sombart, with a gleam of humor, are “people with spotless 

linen, good manners and fashionably dressed wives.” ‘That was 
three vears ago. One wonders if he would say so still. 

The dominant fact of svyndicalism upon which every one 1s 
agreed is that it is revolutionary. This does not mean to say that 
it is a gospel of violence, though its Nestor, in print, Georges Sorel, 
admits that it might easily come to that. Because, however, 1t does 
not propose to go down into the streets it is none the less uncom- 
promising. [t proposes to substitute the general strike for the 
barricade, simply because in altered conditions the former 1s con- 
sidered more effective. Composed, as it largely is, of young men 
ina hurry, it has turned down. as utterly inefficient, the parliamen- 
tarv method, and has staked its future on what it terms direct action, 
in other words the power of the worker to overturn, by latent 
pressure, tle capitalist svstem. For though, incidentally, the object 
of the strike is to obtain better wages and better conditions, these 
are only incidents. It is the nationalization of land and the expropri- 
ation of all means of production which le behind; which are to 
prove the promised land into which the workers are to pass over the 
Red sea of the general strike. 

Syndicalism, like every other sign of the mental unrest which 1s 
troubling the world, is nothing but a phase of the intense human 
longing for something better and brighter than the social condition 
of today. The average man, no matter in what stratum of society 
lhe may find himself, is sincere in his desire to see the dawn of better 
things. Society, however, is the bound giant of the ages. It 
wrenches awav a band here, only to find another there, and it 1s 
this which has led to the advent of the anarchist, who unreasoningly 
argues that the only way to mend the social structure 1s to end it, 
and to attempt to build a new and perfect edifice on the ruins. 
Unfortunately this leaves out of consideration the fact that the 
Jestruction of property does not mitigate but rather acerbates human 
passions. The plunder of the Jews’ goods in the middle ages lett 
the Jew none the less Jewish, without making the Christians any 
more Christian, since, as Shylock says, “Hath not a Jew eves? Hath 
not a Jew hands, organs, dimensions, senses, affections, passions?” 
Industrial pressure will not alter these passions any more than will 
an act of Parliament. All that ever can alter them will be that 
understanding of divine Principle which constitutes the Truth, the 
knowledge of which is to free thé world from its sense of false values 
and limitations, in giving it what the text of the New ‘Testament 
‘describes as a scientific knowledge of God.

cific purpose, that to allow its private settlement, or the exploita- 
tion of its soil by private parties, would be to invite conditions that 
might seriously interfere with the carrving out of this purpose, which 
is, simply, that of affording a means whereby the canal may be pro- 
tected and, if necessarv, defended. The presence in the zone of a 
population of settlers might, it 1s held, interfere seriously with mili- 
tary regulations and movements under certain conditions. 

As the war department controls the Canal Zone, it is likely to 
have its wav: but it 1s not impossible that time may bring about 
some modification of its policy. Others than market gardeners, fruit 
and stock raisers are looking longingly toward the zone. Visitors 
come back and are enthusiastic in its praise as a winter resort. ‘They 
say it could be made an unrivaled spot for winter cottage life. The 
country around Lake Gatun, they hold, will be particularly alluring 
to the very people in this country who are now fond of visiting the 
Riviera. Jf the government, under the advice of the war department, 
will grant no concessions tor garden patches, will it be more agree- 
able m granting concessions to those desiring sites for villas? — 

lt is umpossible to say. The Canal Zone is only a strip’ten miles 
wide and forty miles long: a large part of it will eventually be cov- 


ered with water. There will not, at the most, be very much surplus 


aurea suitable tor either gardens or villas. Those who are looking in 
that direction, perhaps, would save time and avoid disappointment 
by looking tor locations and sites outside the zone strip. The little 
republic of Panama has an opportunity here of drawing to itself 
population of a desirable character, as well as capital.

-ettlers would prefer to hive under the American flag, perhaps, but 
they may be content to settle close to territory over which it flies. 
As to the villa colonists, it will not matter materially whether the 
country in which they spend their winters is American or foreign.

As THE presidential primary returifs come in 
from the different American states, terri- 
tories and dependencies, many thousands ot 
people will be interested in recording the 
standing of the delegates chosen, withthe 
view of fixing in advance of the holding of 
the national conventions the relative strength 
of the candidates. ven those well versed 
in politics are frequently at odds with regard 
to the finer details. Thus, Mr. Rosewater of 
Omaha, acting chairman of the Republican national committee, 
recently stated that the number of delegates in the national conven- 
tion of his party this year would be 1078; whereupon the New York 
Tribune takes issue and insists that the number will be 1076. Mr. 
Rosewater, in his statement, had said: “With the exception ot 
Hawaii, whose representation is increased from two to six, all the 
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increases correspond with increased congressional representation 
under the 1910 apportionment.” The Tribune agrees with this, but 
points out that it simply proves the acting chairman wrong in his 
figuring. The next electoral college will have 531 votes: there are 
two delegates to each vote. ‘This makes a total of 1062 for the torty- 
eight states. Then, Hawaii has six votes, Alaska two, District ot 
Columbia two, Porto Rico two and the Philippines two—making 
fourteen in all, which, added to the 1062, makes 1076. 

This appears to be the correct figure. In the Republican conven- 
tion, therefore, the number of votes necessary to choice—a majority 
—will be 539. This is the number the successful aspirant must have 
in order to carry off the noniunation. 

In the Democratic convention, the apportionment for territories 
and dependencies being different, the total number of delegates will 
be 1092, and the number necessarv to choice—two thirds—will be 
728. In almost every Democratic national convention of recent years 
attempts have been made to break down the two thirds rule, but the 
matter has never got farther than the committee stage. 

Krom this time on the delegates will be elected with greater 
rapidity. It is quite proper that there should be widespread public 
interest in the contests on both sides, and it is a serious question as 
to whether it would not be a wise thing to have the children of the 
schools follow the entire course of procedure and events from the 
choosing of delegates to the holding of the national conventions, from 
the nomination of the party standard bearers to the election. l.nlight-

| Together the case of the fifth international congress of 
chambers of commerce, to neet in Boston in 
Congress 


September, the purpose 1s so decidedly coop- 
erauive that there should be nothing to pre- 
vent this event from becoming epochal. This 
nay seem lke .attaching undue importance to 
one congress 1n an age when congresses of various kinds are com- 
nion. But while the get-together movement of the present 1s every- 
where m evidence, in the case of this coming meeting there are 
involved so many tactors that there could hardly be more significance 
if the governments of the nations concerned had announced their 
intention to meet tor the discussion of some world-problem. 

To the Latin-American countries the coming congress will no 
doubt mean much. Strange as it may seem, the average Latin- 
\merican merchant whose business takes him away from his native 
country periodically is much more at home iu?London, Paris, Berlin, 
than in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago. It is no doubt a 
lact that to many of those preparing to come to the United States 
\merican cities are known only by name. The prospective visitors 
know, however, what 1s going on in these great marts of trade. They 
even wonder why Americans do not come down where the Latin- 
American 1s ready to: be his customer. .And as in the case of Euro- 
peans, the South American cannot understand why, equipped so 
potently, the United States manufacturer does not embrace his oppor- 
tunity. 7

Here, then, 1s a big consideration. Chambers of commerce cannot 
begin too soon to prepare for guests known to be exceptionally keen 
judges of what confronts them. Make the welcome so conclusive— 
and in this welcome do not overlook business opportunity to the exclu- 
sion of entertainment—that every [Latin-American shall return home 
a publicity promoter tor Uncle Sam as exporter, and one who is not 
above accepting small orders as well as large. 


OrriciALs of the Boston City Club are not 
to be blamed 1f a note of pride finds its way 
into the April bulletin. During March, with- 
out cost to any of tts members other than 
such expense as is involved in annual dues, , 
it has provided addresses on Persia's treat- 
ment by Russia and Great Britain, given by 
Mr. Shuster, the vigilant American whom 
these powers forced out of ‘Teheran; on 
“New China,” by Dr. Hume of the Yale 
Mission to China; on “Graft and Politics,”; by Francis J. Heney, 
fighter of looters in Oregon and California: and on “Graft in Poli- 
tics and in Corrupt Labor,” by William Burns, the most famous 
American detective. Ner is this all. When President Taft visited 
the city on the 18th he breakfasted at the club and mdde his first 
speech there. Lor the third time artists from the opera house, on 
the 7th, fraternized with the members and gave a concert in the 
clubhouse; on the 26th the members of the club were given a 
gala night concert at the opera house, at which practically every 
seat was taken, and the sum of $4300 turned into the treasury 
of the opera company. Best of all, the ties between the young civic 
organization and the vounger esthetic educational and recreational 
iustitution were fixed in a way that will endure. . Proof was thus 
given to the chief donor of the opera house and to its manager that 
henceforth they had the rank and file of the city’s business and pro- 
fessional men ‘heartily enlisted with them. 

This club record for March is cited because it has more than 
local pertinence. It shows what a wideawake city club can do when 
veared up with large international, national_and local movements. 
Messrs. Shuster, Hlenev and Burns had audiences of more than 1000 
keen hearers, whose queries following the formal addresses made the 
speakers talk thrice the time they had planned. Inner aspects of 
Asiatic diplomacy, of the strife between plutocracy and democ- 
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racy and between law-enforcing officials and law-breakers. were dis- 
closed, so easily tempted to candor were the speakers by the atmos- 
phere of sincerity and civic zeal in which they found themselves. 
The Boston City Club has its fine record of social amalgamation 
of «diverse racial and religious elements of the community that never 
previously have had any such chance to mingle; but it also is keeping 
in mind the duty of aiding in education of the people. ‘Thus far 
has found it Casv to induce men of highest rank to speak betore it, 
partly because it is a Boston institution, but also because it aims high. 
provides an inspiring audience and puts its speakers up in a homey 
clubhouse. | 


HARDLY has Prof. J. Ilolland Rose of Cam- 
bridge University ceased talking authorita- 
lively om Napoleon before Boston and Har- 
vard University audiences, when Prof. Gil- 
bert Murray of Oxford University appears, 
to begin a series of lectures on Greek trag- 
edy. Thus do the scholars of the old world 
come to tructity the life of the new land, and 
with wholesome results not confined to 
hearers. One very decided gain from the 
rapidly developing habit of interchange of academic men between 
the universities of Europe and of \merica is to be that enlargement 
ot felds of knowledge of scholars who pass back and forth. .Amer- 
ican protessors who have been to Germany leeturing and mingling 
with savants, when_thev return are noticeably far. more sympathetic 
with monarchy and militarism than they were before they went 
abroad, i | 
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Professor Murray's. charms as an English stvlist have made his 
translations known wherever cultivated men in English-using lands 
have retained any interest in the classics: and euriosity about him 
is sure to be extended owing to the close supervisory relation he is 
coming to have with non-academic but nevertheless reputable repre- 
sentations of the classic dramas of Greece. He is enough of a 
humanist to be willing to democratize the ancient thought and 
make it accessible to the ordinary London lover of “spectaeles.” 
Hence his identification with recent successful renderings that have 
been commercially profitable and also well acted and well mounted. 

Protessor Murray comes to .\merica on an interesting errand 
In the effort to make Amherst College attractive to students seeking 
a cultural form of discipline, the trustees of that exquisitely envir- 
oned inland academic retreat have engaged Professor Murray to 
take up his abode there temporarily, and mediate his learning and 
his Oxtord pomt of view to such students as elect to take advantage 
of the opportunity. Of course he will visit other educational insti- 
tutions; but his main errand is to start the work at Amherst. It ts 
hoped that this hill town is to become a magnet for youth who wish 
the old-fashioned cultural training that the larger American universi- 
ties now eschew. 


THe Dominion government plans to spend 
five millions in the opening up and colont- 
zation of northern Ontario, and an act 
intended to enable the province to put these 
plans into execution has been introduced in 
the provincial Legislature by the Hon. |. Bb. 
lucas. The program that is mapped out 
includes the construction of works and im- 
provements, road-building, improvement and 
development of water powers, promotion of 
settlement and colonization and assisting of settlers, development of 
transportation and means of communication; encouragement of and 
assistance to agriculture, and reforestation in some districts. The 
tund to provide for all this is to be raised by the issue of bonds 
maturing in forty véars. 

It has been only in quite recent years that northern Ontario 
has attracted the attention to which the territory is proving itself 
entitled. Development has in the past been westward. Not only 
the discovery of enormously rich mineral lands, but the discovery of 
enormous possibilities in agricultural development, has changed the 
attitude of observant people in and out of Canada toward a country 
once generally regarded as uninviting. Although development of this 
vast section to any considerable extent has been recent, and although 
it 1s even now only partial, it has gone far enough to justify the state- 
ment that northern Ontario now contributes a large share of the pro- 
vincial revenues. That it is in the wav of yielding a still larger share 
at an early day, especially if the expenditures contemplated shall be 
wisely carried out, there can be no doubt. 

Prosperous farming settlements much farther north than were 
once deemed possible have been established in these latter vears, not 
only in western but in eastern Canada. It would appear that these 
settlements might be multiplied now if roads and general means of 
communication were provided. The work of bringing northern 
Ontario into closer touch with the markets and supply depots to the 
south will be greatly accelerated by the comprehensive undertaking 
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‘now in hand. 
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Tur labor exchanges of Germany do a brisk business, as may 
be seen by these figures : 5,708,000 men and women operatives offered 
their services through them last vear, and through them 2,208,000 
applications were made for emplovees. One other good thing about 
the exchanges is that they serve to keep labor distributed. 

A GAME of baseball is scheduled for May 29 between the Chinese 
baseball team of Honolulu and the Syracuse University baseball team, 
at Syracuse. WVhis is one of the very first chances the Chinese 
have had of demonstrating to the American democracy that they are 
worthy of a republican form of government.
